T :ath been the Wiſſom of the Church of England, ever fince 
tE= firft compiling of Her Publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean be- 
tweenth® two Extreams, of too much ſtifneſs in refuſing, and of 

too much caſizxeſs in admitting any variation from it. For, as onthe 
one ſide Common Expcrieace ſheweth that where a change hath been

guiring ) ſuncry inconveniencies have thereupon eniued ; and thoſe 
many times more, and greater then the evils that were intended to 
be remedied by ſuch change ; $2 on the other (ide, the particular 


 Formsof Divine Worſhip, and the Rites ard Ceremories appointed 


to be uſed therein, beiog things in rheir own nature indifferent, and 
alterable,and ſo acknowledged ; it is but reaſonable,that upon weigh- 
ty «nd impoctant confiderations, according to the various exegency 
of times azd occaſions, fuch changes and alterationsſhould be made 
therein, asto tho{e that are in placeof Authority ſhould from time 
to time teen either nzcefſary or expedient. Accordingly we find,that 
in ihe Reighs of ſeveral Princes of blefſed memory fince the Refor- 
mation, the Church upon juft and weighty Coafiderations Her there- 
unto Moving, hath yielded to make _ſuga alterations in ſome parti- 
cutars, as in their re(pcRive tirzes were thought convenient: Yet 
ſo,asthat the main Body and Efftn'ials of it ( as well in the chicfeft 
materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have Rtill continued 
the ſame unto this Gay, anddo yet ftand firm and unſhaken,notwith- 
nanding all the vain attempts aud impetuous aff: uls made againſt it, 
by ſuch men asare given to change, and have always diſcovered a 
greaterregard to their own priva:e fancies and 1aterefis, then to 
that duty they owe. to thepublick, , 

By whatundue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe 
of the Liturgy ( thorgh enjoyned bythe Laws of the land,and thoſe 
Laws never yet repealed ) came,during the lateunhappy confufions, 
ro be diſcontinned, is tov well known to the world, and we are not 
wilhng here ro remember. But when upon His Majefties happy Re- 
ftauration it ſeemed probable, that amongſt other things, the uſe 
of tke Liturgy alſo would return of courſe, ( the ſame having never 
been legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome tiznely means were uſed to pre- 
vent it ; rhoſe men whounder the late uſurped Powers had made it a 
great part of their buſineſs torender the People diſcffeted there- 
unto, faw themſclvesin point of reputation and interef* concerned 
{ unlefs they would freely acknowledg2 themſelves to have erred, 
which ſuch men are very hardly brought to do ) with their utmoft 
endeavovrs to hind:r the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto, 
divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againft the Book of Common- 
Prayer, the ojid Cbj;&ions muttered up, with the addition of ſome 
new ones more thea former;y had been made, to matte the number 
well. In fine, grear importunities were uſed to His Sacred Ma- 
zeſty, that the faid Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch alterations 
therein, and Additions thereunto made, as ſhould be rhought requi- 
fite for the eaſe of tencer 'Confciences: Wherevnto His Majefty out 
of his pious inclination to 2ive fatisfaftinn ( fo faras conld berea- 
ſonably expected ) to all His Subjeas of what perſwaficn ſoever, did 
graciouſly Condeſcend. : 

In which Review we have endavoured to obſerve the like Mode- 
ration,as we fird to have been uted in the like cafe in former times. 
And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us, we have 
rejected all ſuch as were either of dangcrousconſequence Ti ſecretly 
ftrickirg 2t ſome eftabliſhed Doftrine, or Iaudable przfice of the 
Church of Eng/and, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of 
Chriit ) or elie of no conſequence ar all, bur utterly frivolous and

vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us (b 

under what pretences, or to what purpoſe bb wn? pe 
ſeemed to usin any degree requiſite or expedient, we have willingly 
and of our own accord aſlented unto : not ecforced ſo to do by any 
ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the receffity of making the 
ſaid Alteratiohs: For weare fully perſwaded in our Judgments ( and 
we here profeſs it to the world ) that the Book, as it ftood before e- 
fabliheJby Law, doth not contain init any thing contrary to the 
Word of God, or toſcund DoRtrine, or which a godly man may noe 
witk a good Conl{clznce uſe and ſubmit un'o, .or which is nor fairly 
defenſible againft any that thall oppoſe the ſame ; if ic ſhall be alow- 
ed ſuch juft and fayourable conftrudtion as in Common cquity ought 
to be allowed to alt tinmane Writings, efpccially ſuch as are ter 
forth by Authority, and even to the very beſt trarſlaricns ef the ho- 
ly Scripture it (c1F, 

Our gener2l aim therefore in this undertaking was,:ct to gratifie 
this or that party 10 any ttcir unreafonable demands, our to do that 
which to our bett underitacdings we Conceived might oft tend to 
the preſervation of -Peace ani Uaity-in the Church; the procuring of 
Reverence, and<xci-ing of Picty and Devortod in rbe Publick Worthip 
of God , and thecurting off ocrationtrom them that iſcek occation 
of cav1l, or quarrel agii.z{t tke Liturgy of rhe Chu!ch, And as to the 
ſeveral variations frum the former Book, whether vy alteration, ad- 
Cition, or 0: herwiſe, it (hab ſuffice to give thisgeneral account, That 
moft of tht Alter:tions were made, cither frft for the better direRi- 
on of them thar are to officiate in any part of Divine Service; which is 
chiefly done. in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the 
more proper expreifing of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage, 
in terms more tuitable io the language of 'rhe preſent times, and the 
clearer explanation of ſome other words and Phraſes, that were 
either of doubtiul ſignification, or otherwite liable to mifconitrufi- 
on: Or thirdly,for a more perfe& rendring of ſuch portions of holy 
Scipture as are inſerted into the Liturgy : which in the Epiftles and 
Golpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places are now ordered to be 
read according to the laſt Tranſlation : and that it was thoughtcon= 
venient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſgiyings, fitted to ſpecial oc- 
caſjonsgſhould * adaed in their due places z particularly for thoſe at 
Sea,togzther with anOffice for theBapriſm offuch asare of riper years; 
which altzough not ſo receſhary when the former Book was compil- 
ed, yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm, throvgh the licentiouſheſs of 
the late times crept in among us, isnow become neceflary, and may 


be always uſeful for the baptizing of Natives, in our Plaotations,and 
others cotiverted to the Faith. If arly man, who thall defire a more 
particular account of the ſeveral alterations in any part of the Li- 
turgy, ſhall take the pains to compare the preſent Book with the 
former; we doubt not but the reaſoa of the Change may eaſily 
appear. 

And having thus endeavovred todiſcharge our duties in this weighty 
affair, as in the fight of God, and to approve our 'incerity thereia 
( fo far as lay in us )to the conſciences of all men, alchough we know 
it impoſſible ( in ſuch variety of apprehenſions. humours, and In- 
tereſts, as are inthe world ) to pleate all ; nor canexpea, that men 
of factious, peevith,and pervertc ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any 
thing that can be done in this kind by any otherthen the alelves:Yer 
we have g hope, that what is hcre preſented. and hath been by 
the Convocations of both Provinces wi h great diligence examined 


and approved, will þ2 alſo well accepted, and approved by 211 ſ9- 
ber,peaceable,aad truly conſcientious ſuns of the Church of England.

preſent may be put in remembrance of his own profeſhon made to God in his Ba 
tiſm. For which cauſe alſo it is expedient that Baptiſm be miniſtred in t 
vulgar tongue. Nevertheleſs (if neceſſity ſo require) children may be baptized 
upon any other day. . 
pl And note, that there ſhall be for every male-child to be baptized, two God- 
_ ers _ one Godmother ;, and for every female, one Godfather and two 
mothers. 
q4 When there are children t» be bapt *zed, the Parents ſhall ng knowledge 
thereof over night, or in the morning before the beginning of Morning Prayer, 
fo the Curate. Ard then the Godfathers and Godmothers, and the People with 
the Children muſt be ready at the Font, either angry ter the laſt Leſſon 
at Morning Payer , or elſe immediately ew the 12 ſſon at Evening 
Prayer, as the Curate by bis diſcretion ſhall appoint.

Saint Paul in his Epiſtle to the Epheſians, the fifth 
Chapter, doth give this commandment to all married 
men, Husbands, love your wives, even as Chrilt alſo 
loved the Church, and gave himſelf for it, that he 
might ſanCtifie and cleanſe it with the waſhing of wa- 
ter, by the word ; that he might preſent it to himſelf 
a glorious Church, not having ſpot or wrinkle, or any 
ſuch thing ; but that it ſhould be holy, and without 
Hlemiſh. So ought men to love their wives, as their 
own bodies : thatrloveth his wife, loveth himſelf. 
For no man ever yet hated his own fleſh, but nouriſh- 
eth and cheriſheth it, even as the Lord the Church : 
For we are members of his body, of his fleſh, and of 
his bones. For this cauſe ſhall a man leave his father 
and mother, and ſhall be joyned unto his wife, and they 
two ſhall be one fleſh. This is a great myſtery ; but 
I ſpeak concerning Chriſt and the Church. Neverthe- 
leſs, let every oneof you in particular ſolove his wite, 
eyen as himſelf.
